I 
crv out against this. Discover why the 
child has pain, no matter when or how 
much it mav be. It may be the .tonsils. 
edenoids, bad teeth. Intestinal disturb- 
ance or faulty kidney action that Is 
causing the trouble. There may have 
developed poisons within the system 
which In their turn have caused the 
condition responsible for the "growing 
pains" Spare the child the danger of 
serious joint diseases by early attention 
to these forms of discomfort. 


You should observe the color of your 


child's lips nnd skin. Excessive paleness 
may Indicate anemia In boys, or chloro- 
sis" In girl«. 
It may point to kidney 


trouble. 
This Is particularly true of 


anemia associated with puff.ness of the 
eyllds. other parts of the face, or of 
the ankles. 
Tou should feel the neck, to see If 


there are lumps or swellings. 
There 


mny be enlarged glands about thn ear or 
Tinder the angle of the Jaw. 
These 


may be related to bad t»eth. diseased 
tonsils, adenoids or a running ear. 


Inspect tho cars to see If they are 


clean, free from wax. an* not discharg- 
ing an offensive fluid, Tou should note 
the nose. too. to see If the discharges 
are excessive.

be observed in a growing child.
